IN  the  present  edition  of  the  Union  Harmony,  or  British  Americans  Sacred  Vocal  Mutick,.'^^ 
found  6»  choice  a  selection  of  Classical  Church  Musick,  as  has  yet  ^^^l^^ed  on  this  side  (he  AUWitiC} 
ind  as  w«ll  adapted  both  to  devotional  and  scoiastic  exercises.  No  pw^|^ve  been  spared  to  support 
le  credit  of  the  work,  and  continue  its  usefulness.  *   ;*; 

Objections  have  been  made  by  some  compilers  of  devotional  musick  against  the  use  of  fiigueing  tunes 
[in  divine  worship.  It  is  allowed  that  injudicioViS  performers  aave  abused  that  species  of  composition 
I  through  ignorance  in  the  perfonnance  of  good  musick,  and  the  introduction  and  too  frequent  use  of  fugue- 
ling  tunes  not  properly  composed  for  the  solemnities  of  divine  worship.  But  it  is  nevertheless  believed 
that  itigueing  musick,  when  judiciously  performed,  will  produce  the  most  happy  effect,  without  the  least 
[disorder  of  jargon,  especially  when  it  is  considered  we  do  notsin^to  please  men,  but  the  Lord.  If  those 
who  are  hearers^  while  others  are  performing  that  part. of  divine  worship,  were  as  assiduous  to  learn  Sa- 
cred Musick,  as  they  too  generally  are  the  giddy  amusements  of  the  day,  we  should  have  less  hearers  and 
more  performers  of  this  animating  part  of  divine  worship ;  and  whole  assemblies  might  then  join  to  con- 
fess how  amiable  and  pleasant  it  is  to  "  Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  the  spirit  and  with  the  understanding  also." 

The  rapid  sale  of  the  former  edition  of  tiiis  work,  and  the  increasing  demand  for  Church  Musick,  has 
induced  the  Compiler  to  publish  this  Second  Edition,  with  no  other  motive  thanthe  improvement  of  psalm- 
ody in  tiie  various  Worshipping  Congregations  in  the  British  Provinces ;  to  which  he  sincerely  hopes  it 
may  contribute,  and  in  which  he  will  not  only  be  highly  gratified  but  compensated.

The  sev^'n  ^rst  letters  of  the  alphabet  are  applied  to  the  notes, in  the  fbllowing  order— A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  O ;  when  there  is  occasion  for  an  8th 
letter,  the  first  is  repeated.     These  letters  comprehend  a  system  of  degrees,  called  an  octave,  from  which  proceeds  the  variety  of  harmony.

JCP  THE  learner  ought  to  commit  the  most  of  the  preceding  rules- 
to  memory,  before  he  attempts  to  call  the  notes;  a  neglect  of  this  is 
one  of  the  principal,  causes  of  the  inaccurate  performance,  which 
at  present  exists  in  many  choirs  of  singers.  Many  persons,  having  a. 
good  musical,  ear,  are  very  apt  to  trust  to  that,  rather  than  comine 
themsclvcsto  rules,  and  afterwards  blame  their  Instructors  for  their 
own  negligence  Instructors  ought  to  insist  that  ihcin  pupils  pay  a 
particular  aucntii>n.te  the  principles,  and  in  QiO  case  to  suffer  them  to

When  the  learner  h«t  acquired  a  i««dy  a^uaintuicc  with  the 
rules,  he  ought  to  attend  to  the  Lfttona  far  Tunins  the  Folce,  on 
which  depends  his  future  progress,  and  he  ought  not  to  atteitipt  a 
tune  till  he  can  sound  the  teveral  intervals  in  the  octave  readily. 

Many  schools  have  begun  upon  tunes,  when  ihtj  could  scarcely 
have  given  a  letter  \.\i^n  the  scale,  which  is  another  cause  that  there 
are  so  many  half  singe;  H.  Tlie  learner  may  be  sure  that  the  more 
thorotighly  he  underbtunds  the  principles,  when  he  ought  to  attem^to 
them,  the  more  swift  will  be  his  progress  afterward. 

Schools  then  ought  to  be  solicitous  that  their  instructors  be  well 
qualified,  for  how  can  they  instruct  others,  when  they  are  ignorant 
themselves  ?  Learners,  in  that  case,  are  led  to  suppose  that  they  have 
improved,  when  they  really  have  not,  and  consequently  their  time  and 
money  are  both  spent  to  no  manner  of  purpose. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

WflEN  a  tune  is  well  learnt  by  note,  it  may  be  sung  in  words. 
Pronounce  every  word  as  distinctly  as  possible.  Singers  generally 
fail  in  this  point,  by  which  means  half  the  beauty  of  the  musick  is 
Inst,  the  words  not  being  understood. 

In  assigning  Voices  to  thu  several  parts,  the  Teacher  must  be  the 
judge.  For  if  a  voice  which  is  suitable  only  for  bass,  be  put  upon  the 
Tenor,  it  will  hang  as  a  weight  upon  that  part,  and  have  a  tendency 
continually  to  lower  the  pitch. 

Never  sing  through  the  Mte,  for  that  will  spoil  the  voice,  make  the 
Itau^ick  disagreeable,  and  have  a  disgusting  effect  upon  the  hearer. 

High  notes  should  g(^ncrally  be  sung  softer  than  the  low.  The 
Hibject  ought  however  to  regulate  the  strength  of  voice.  The  tone 
6f  the  Bass  should  be  full  and  majestic  ;  of  the  Tenor,  bold  and  man> 
ly ;  of  the  Counter,  soft  yet  firm  j  of  the  Treble,  smooth  and  delicate.

good  tune,  performea  without  any  variadon,  will  4ie.  dull  and  insipid. 
In  a  company  of  singers  it  Woald  have  a  good  effect  tor  some  of  the 
performers,  on  each  part,  to  b«  silent,  when  passages  marked  Sifi 
occur ;  the  additional  strengtlref  their  Tdleefl  in  the  Zoittf,  #hlch  ^j^tv- 
erally  succeeds  the  ^r,  would  mark  tboieontrafit  more  iironglyt^ahfl 
g^ve  peculiar  force  and  enervy  to  the  performance.— A  becoming 
manner  of  conduct  in  a  collection  of  sinp;ersi  wU(  greatly  increase  the 
agreeable  sensatitms,  which  naturally  ans«ffrom  eood  performances. 

The  graces  and  ornaments  ofniusick,  aiich  as  Jrolity"^3VttU,''J/i' 
fioggiaturea,  JVanttilona,  b'tr,  must  be  acqulfed  by  ^reat  pt'Aetlce  and 
attention  {  the  learner  had  better  omit  them,  till  his  knowledge  and 
judgment  dictate  when  and  where  to  apply  them. 


tCT*  PASSAGES,  ^here  Syncopation  takes  place,  are  better  cx> 
plained  by  the  Itistructor,  than  by  Words ;  for  this  reason,  an  explslta- 
tion  is  here  omitted. 


LMSSONS  FOR  TUNING  THE  VOICE. 

WHEN  learning  the  following  lessons  for  tuning  the  voice,  bo 
careful  to  give  every  note  its  proper  sound,  and  pay  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  situation  of  the  Semitopes.  Let  the  motion  of  the  h»nd, 
in  keeping  the  time,  be  even  ahd  exact ;  always  remembering  that 
the  hand  tnmt/all  at  the  beginning  o(  ti  bar,  and  rite  at  the  dote. 

The  more  time  you  allow  for  the  practice  of  the  lessons,  the  ea- 
sier you  will  learn  a  tune  afterward.  Should  you  neglect  them  whol- 
ly, you  cannot  read  musick  hereaft«r  with  any  firmness  and  certainty 
of  tone.
